Seek Public Expressions 
Relative to Use or De­ 
struction of Swim­ 
ming Pool.

Shall 
the 
community 
swimming 
pool at the Playground be scrapped? 
Shall it be filled with ground from 
the excavation for the foundation of 
the new high school building? 
Shall 
it be allowed to remain in its pres­ 
ent condition, unfilled and unused, or 
shall it bo filled with w ater and he 
put to the purpose for which it was 
installed ? 
These are the alternative questions 
which the G ettysburg 
school 
hoard 
members wish the public would solve 
for them. 
They do not want to scrap 
the Large concrete out-door tank un­ 
less public opinion 
sanctions 
such 
action, although they feel 
that 
by 
scrapping th e pool they would avert 
a troublesome dileipma. 
Tile community swimming pool tvas 
installer! in the summer of 1922. 
It 
cone more than $2,000 complete, most 
of 
the 
money having been raised 
through solicitation among merchants 
and business people of Gettysburg. 
Rev. H arry Daniels, then pastor of 
the G ettysburg Methodist Episcopal 
church, now at Mechanicsburg, was 
the prime mover in raising funds for 
the pool and personally superintended 
most erf th e ins tallation w ork.------ 
Tank Filled In 1923 
In the sum m er of 1923, w ater was 
bought by the school board from the 
Gettysburg W ater Company to fill the 
pool and for a tim e swimming, wading 
and other w ater sports were indulged 
in to the complete contentment 
of 
those boys and girls and some men 
and women of Gettysburg, who other­ 
wise would be deprived of such sport 
and recreation. 
But the water, which soon became 
stagnant, because there was not a suf­ 
ficiently steady inflow to 
keep 
the 
w ater pure, soon lost its appeal when 
it was pointed 
out 
th a t 
diseases 
might result from continued use of 
th* tank without fresh 
water, 
ami 
swimmers, quick to take 
the 
hint, 
went eiiiewhore, or did without. 
Lust sum m er 
other 
efforts 
were 
made to have the pool 
filled 
with 
water, but none materialized. 
It was 
thought at one time th a t wells some 
distance aw ay from the tank could 


Im * tapped so as to give the pool the 
requjred 
amount of 
running fresh 
water. 
But that plan was deemed in­ 
advisable as well as expensive and 
neither the school board nor other or­ 
ganizations cared 
to spend the re­ 
quired amount. 
This sum mer there 
has again been agitation designed to 
bring about the desired result of a 
filled swimming pool. 
Individual Responsibility 
Now the board of education comes 
forward with the cardinal reason for 
not filling the pool this summer. 
Ac­ 
cording to members of the board, each 
of them would be liable for damages 
should a boy or girl drown in the pool 
either while the pool is guarded or at 
night when the guards are removed. 
The board has pointed out th a t at 
Easton members of the board of edu­ 
cation lost a suit for $5,000 as the re­ 
sult of an accident 
to 
a 
boy 
who 
climbed over a fence at a playground 
at night and lost the sight of an eye 
when he fell on a 
projection. 
The 
jury assessed each member of the 
the Easton board $1,000. 
The case is 
now' on appeal to the 
state supreme 
court and the ultim ate outcome is, of 
course, unknown. 
Members of the local school board 
say they do not feel th a t they can 
individually shoulder such responsi­ 
bility as would 
result 
from having 
the pool left unguarded during the 
night, should someone, surreptitious­ 
ly taking a swim, drown. 
On the other hand, members of the 
board assert, should the question of 
responsibility 
be 
foregone and the 
pool filled, 
the 
expense 
of 
buying 
w ater from the w ater company every 
time the tank needed changing would 
impose a drain on the board’s finances 
which it does not 
feel 
would be ju s­ 
tified, especially at 
this time when 
a new high school building is being 
erected. 
The cost of enough water 
to fill the pool is said by members of 
the school board to be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $80, and the w ater should
